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PART I - PRIWRY AND EXPORT INDUSTRIES. 


RURAL CONDITIONS - GENERAL. 


Seasonal Conditions. During the last few weeks there have been isolated falls 
in western districts but temperatures remain high and pastures are drying 
rapidly. 


Joint Committee on Rural Industries. The Joint Committee on Rural Industries 
has issued an interim report. It recommends (1) exemption from military service 
of key men in rural industries; (2) *ull use of interned aliens and prisoners of 
war in rural work; (3) establishment of an authority to organise female rural. 
labour; (4) a large~scale drive to encourage prospecting for Australian phosphate 
deposits; (5) that the government should bear the whole of the wartime increase 
in price of superphosvhate; (6) release of stocks of fertilisers only for those 
crops which the Government declares essential, and in the order of priority 
indicated by the Goverment; (7) that the Government should issue precise 
instructions as to the type of rural production most needed. 


Linseed. Meggitt's Ltd, have agreed to supply linseed to farmers in approved 
districts and to buy all crops at world parity at the time of harvest. Present 
world perlty is £25 a ton of 40 bushels, It is hoped that about 50,000 acres 
will be planted in N.S.ji¥. With a yield of about 10 bushels an acre this should 
give a crop of about 500,000 bushels. Australia's requirements are over a million 
bushels a year, 


Australian Potato Committee. An Australian Potato Committee will control 
production, distribution and disposal of potatoes. State committces will 
administer details of the scheme, 


Meat. From 18th May, the Commonwealth Goverment will purchase second quality 
mutton at the United Kingdom contract price less 15%. Modifications have also 
been made to the restrictions on receipt of offals into store for export. 


WOOL. 


Little wool is now coming forward for appraisement. Sydney appraiscments. to 
date amount to 1,156,979 bales as compared with 1,163,089 bales for the 
corresponding period of 1940-41 and 1, 303, 484 bales for the corresponding period 
of 1959-40, 


U.S.4. wool prices rose in early April. They then receded slightly but are 
still well above the level of a year ago. 


Europe. Crops necd rain. 
Canada, Further sales have been imade to U. Kingdom and Portugal. 
australia, In most districts rain is needed to facilitate sowing. 


Prices. Chicago futures rose over the week, On May 2nd July options stood 
at 1245 cents per bushcl compared with 1214 cents on April 29th and an average 
of 1235 for the month of April. Winnipeg quotations for July options were 
unchanged at 794 cents per bushel. 


The price charged by the British Ministry of Food for Canadian Wheat has risen 
slightly from 33/3 per qr. at the end of March to 53/104 on May 1st. argentine 
wheat (new crop) was quoted on May Ist at 24/44 per qr. compared with 22/14 (old cn) 
at the end of March. The inerease is probably due in part to the higher grade 
of the new season's crop. On May ist Australian wheat was quoted at 28/- per ar. 
for both old and new season's wheat. During April the old season's erop stood 
at 27/6 a qr. and the new scason's at 28/6. 


The Australian Wheat Board's price for wheat for flour for home consumption is 
unchanged at 3/114 per bushel.

Butter production is declining on the North Coast, and is very low in the rest 
the State,
